fraudulently by the seeretary-treasur | 


er. This had relation to various pay- 
ments for taxes which Mr. Gadsden 
sought to prove were received by Mr. 
Mckenzie after Nov. 1, but which Mr 
McKenzie apparently claimed should 
be treated as having been paid before 
Nov. 1, and not carrying tho 10 per 
cent commission claimed by Mr. Gad- 
sden. The cases were those of the 
taxes of the Hudson Bay Co., of 
John Hall, of W. &. Mooney. In the 
caso of J. H. Bertrand, whose goods 
were seized by Mr. (iadsden, the 
charge against Mr. Mckenzie was of 
making a false entry, in dating a 
receipt December 14, when it was 
paid December 15. 
; The Bertrand case was taken up 
first. At the conclusion of the 
Crown's case, the judge ruled that 
there was no evidence to go to the 
jury, and Mr. McKenzie was dis- 
charged.

when the Judge laid down the ruling

Mr. Law, for the defence, -did not 
raise the plea of justification, but 
contended that there were suspicious 
circumstances about these recoipts 
for school taxes, especially the Hud- 
son Bay Co. reveipt, the carbon copy 
of which was dated in the Scere- 
tary’s book as October 21, and on 
the Hudson Bay Co.'s original re 
ceipt as Nov. 10. This reeeipt -was 
signed by Mrs. McKenzie, and the 
[judge came to the conclusion that 
both original and carbon had been 
‘dated after the receipt was written, 
but the antedating was a matter be- ' 
‘tween Mr. Mckenzie and the scheol 
board. There was no suspicion that 
all the money received by Mr. Me- 
Kenzie had not been accounted for, 
and, if Mr. Gadsden thought that he 
was entitled to comnuission on these ' 
his legal remedy was to enter action 
against the Board. Mr. Mckenzie 
swore he only got 10 per cent com- 
mission on arrears, not on 1915 taxes 
‘such as these in dispute were. 

Mr. Skinner declared that he had ' 
neither written nor inspired the Gad- 
sden letter: that it was brought in 
late the day before publication, that 
he and Mrs. Skinner had set it up, ! 
that she had set the latter part with 
the objectionable words, and he had ! 
enot noticed it. He had cut out of the 
\letter, he had thought, all the direct ' 
charges against Mr. Mckenzie which ' 
were in it. The Judge did not take 
| this explanation, he said, at its face! 
value. Mr. Skinner said he had offer- 
ed Mr. McKenzie to insert any letter 
he wished to write in defence. i 

Evidence as to the alleged high- 
handed and arbitrary manner in 
which Mr. Gadsden and Mr. Skinger | 
had acted was given. Mr. Gadsden 
had not yet handed over the money 
he had collected for the schuol dis ' 
trict, and in the return which he did | 
make on December 18 he had deduct-. 
' d commission on the Hudson Bay 
and the other disputed collections, 
and had deducted $72 of commission 
on taxes which he had returned as! 
uncollected taxes. He had come up to 
the secretary-treasurer’s house in his 
absence and had demanded some of 
the books from Mrs. McKenzie. He’ 
had even demanded the district seal, | 
which Mrs. McKenzie had refused to 
igive up The Judge commented very 
‘severely on this conduct, stating’ 
that Myr. Gadsden had made himself 
thereby actionable for the criminal 
offence of theft in taking this receipt © 
he had also laid himself, open to sus- 
picion when he had the receipt book 
‘in his charge, but he‘(the Judge) felt 


bound to say the Hudson Bay carbon 
‘duplicate did pot bear any evidence 
of having been tamspered with. It 
was none of Mr. Gadsden’s business, 
however, the Judge said, to interfere 
in the bnancial business between Mr. 
McKenzie, as the school secrctary- 
treasurer, god the taxpayers or the 
‘Board. There was nothing to substan 
tiate any right to call a man a thief 
and a liar. 

As to Mr. Skinner’s appearance at 
the preliminary trial before Mr. 
Allen, J.P., of the charges of theft 
against Mr, McKenzie . charges laid 
fafter Mr. Mehenzie had taken action 
‘for criminal libel, and where he was 
refused an adjournment in order to 
procure counsel : and as to Mr. Skin- 
ner:s general conduct as editor and 
'J.P. in these schoo) troubles, Judge 
‘Simmons had also a few words to 
say. Though there were many good 
men acting as Justices of the Peas 
iin Alberta still he felt bound to say 
that it was little less than a scandal 
the lack of care taken by the Provin- 
cial government in appointing J.P.s, 
‘especially in the new settlements. 
People wanted a magistrate and not 
enough care was taken in selecting a 
proper man: the people did not seem 
to want to wait for such y system 
as the monthly visit of a stipcndiary 
magistrate. It was little short of a 
‘scandal, too, the way Mr. Skinner, 
‘a J.P., had used his paper to abuse 
jand slander leading people vf his dis- 
jtrict. There had been no sense of de- 
cency: there had been an absolvre 
failure to appreciate what common 
decency was. Mr, Skinner was i0t a 
{fit and proper ria to edelcise the 
functions of a J v., aul he shoula 
resign ton the firs oppurtun.

| Beore the Jutze impos2d the pen- 
alty, Mr. Skrimer vead a statement 
;that he had accepted the pos.tion cf 
J.P. with reluctance, that hse had 
been repeatedly complimented Ly R. 


‘in that oftice, that there had heen a 
marked clearing out of the bvuatleg- 
ging, gambiing and prostitution

Skinner and to Mr. Gadsden would 
have some effect, and in the expecta- 
tion of its doing so he would deal 
very leniently with them. He would 
fine Mr. Gadsden $25 and Mrf Skin- 
ner $50.

WITH GOOD REASONS 


Old Russian Oppression Never co Bad 
as Modern German Tyranny— 
~ Hope in Czar 


Wars have devastated Poland even 
more terribly than Belgium, so par 


;{as the past is concerned. The present 


tragedy is deepened by the fact that 
the 5,000,000 Poles in Austria and 
the 3,000,000 in Prussia are compelled 
to fight against their 12,000,000 kins- 
men in Russia. Mr. Hill, an English 


‘Jauthor, tells again the story of the 


partition of Poland, how ‘Freedom 
shrieked when Kosciusko fell,” and 
how each section of the severed na- 


‘)tion views Russia’s recent offer of free- 


dom in faith, in language, and in self- 
government to a re-united Poland un- 
der the Czar. Mr. Hill at least indi- 
cates that the Czar’s project is favor- 
ed by the Poles in general, and that 
no.one would more deeply regret the 
spread of German power than the 
Poles who have been living under Ger- 
man rule. 

Mr. Hill spent the year preceding 
the war in studying conditions in all 
parts of Poland, and he found pros- 
perity everywhere. Alike under the 
German, Austrian and Russian Govern- 
ments the people were busy ir fac- 
tories and farms. As for the Polish 
troubles in Russia, Mr. Hill says they 
were all due to attempts at Russifica- 
tion. The Poles only became more in- 
tensely Polish under the Czar’s co- 
ercive measures. By insisting on the 
use of the Russiar language in the 
schools, the Government had driven al- 
most all the children into private 
schools. The author shows that there 
is a Russian as well as a Polish Side 
to this controversy, and sees some 
reason to hope that the present war 
will bring mutual concessions and a 
final adjustment. 

Bismarck’s Steam Roller 

In Germany the case is worse. All 
Poles, says Mr. Hill, consider Ger- 
eneniy. The 
Kaiser’s Government has made the 
same mistakes as Russia, but has en- 
forced them more brutally and added 
fresh ones. Until 1871 the Poles in 
Germany were free to live their own 
life and speak their own languaga 
Bismarck created a steam roller to 
crush out Polish individuality, chang- 
ed the names of their towns and 
streets, began a campaign against 
their language, and started a policy 
of petty oppressions that has grown 
worse with the years. 

The Poles are Catholics, and they 
feel it to be an intolerable tyranny 
for their children to be forced at 
school to pray in the German lan- 
guage, which they regard as a Protes- 
tant language. Insistence on this has 
caused endless trouble. One case, 
where a child was flogged by the 
schoolmaster for refusing to pray in 
German, caused such widespread ex- 
citement that 100,000 school children 
went out on strike. The repressive 
measures that followed made matters 
worse. 

Recent Tyranny Wors: 

Another cause of Polish hatred of 
German rule is the law forbidding a 
Pole to build a house on his own land. 
Under an act of 1908 the Poles of 
Posen and other Polish provinces see 
their own tax money used to promote 
the forcible expulsion of their fellow- 
countrymen from their ancestral soil, 
and the colonizing of it with people 
of a strange speech and different faith. 
This injustice is part of a determined 
plan to Germanize the Polish provin- 
ces. 

According to Mr. Hill Poland fell 
through intérnal dissensions and for- 
eign aggressions. He notes that re- 
Yegious and racial intolerance has been 
the curse of Poland, and remarks that 
i. is still too larce an element in Polish 
patriotism. The partition of the coun- 
try began with Austrian aggression in 
1772 and ended in 1795, when Prussia 
seized all it could get and Russia took 
the rest. Yet to-day, Mr. Hill thinks, 
the Poles again sing with some hope 
the, unforgotten song that spranc out 
of those dark days: 


It is not yet all over with Poland, 
Not so long as we live! 


KULTUR VS. CULTURE 


Galvanizer vs. Liberator—Ywo Ideas 
in Strong Contrast 
“German Iiultur” is to be translate’ 
less as “German culture,” than aé 
“Germen civilization.” “Kultur” has « 


Yvery different meaning from our vr 


derstanding of “culture.” The follow 
ing definiticn is given by Mr. Fran: 


{Jewett Mat.cr, Jr. who has writte: 


somewhat cxtensively on this and kin 
dred aspects cf war discussion: “Kul 
tur means the organized efficiency o: 
a nation in t::e broadest sense—its suc 
cessful achievement in civil and mili- 
tary administration, industry, com- 
merce, finance, and in a quite second. 
ary way in scholarship, letters, and 
art. Kultur applies to a nation as a 
whole, implying government to whic!: 
the individual is strictly subordinated. 
Thus Kultur is an attribute not of in- 
dividuals—whose particular interesis. 
on the contrary, must often be sacri- 
ficed to it—but of nations. 

“Culture, for which the nearest Ger- 
man equivalent is ‘Bildung,’ is the op- 
posite of all this. It is an attribute 
not of nations as a whole, but of ac- 
complished individuals. It acquires 
National import only through the ap- 
proval and admiration of these in- 
dividuals by the rest, who share but 
slightly in the culture they applaud. 
The aim of culture fs the enlightened 
and humane individual conversant 
with the best values of the past and 
sensitive to the best values of the 
present. 

“The open-mindedness and imagin- 
ation implied in culture are potentially 
destructive to a highly organized Kul- 
tur. <A cultured leader is generally 
too much alive to the point of view 
of his rival to be a wholly convinced 
partisan. Hence, he lacks the inten- 
sity, drive, and narrowness that make 
for competitive success. Hence, na- 
tions with cultured leaders have gener- 
alty been beaten by those whose lead- 
ers had merely Kultur. The Spartans 
and Macedonians had abundant Kul- 
tur; they generally beat the Athen- 
fans, who had merely very high cul- 
ture. The Romans had Kultur, and 
the Hellénistic world wore their yoke. 

“Germany unquestionably has Kul- 
tur. On the other hand, Germany has 
singularly little culture, has less than 
she had a hundred years ago, does not 

pparently desire it. She has willing- 

y sacrificed the culture of a few lead- 
ng individuals to the Kultur of the 
empire as a whole. Wer scholarship 
is related not to culture, but is a min- 
or expression of Kultur. She has a 
sharply realized idea of the State. In 
a certaiy patience, thoroughness, and 
perfection of political organization her 
pre-eminence is unquestionable. Kul- 
tur galvanizes; culture Mberates,”

ANTI-DUMPING CLAUSE 


President Wilson to Bring In Tarlff 

Legislation Similar to Canadian 

An agitation has begun in the 
United States to secure an antl-dump- 
ing clause in the tariff similar to that 
contained in the Canadian tariff. The 
anti-dumping clause in the Canadian 
tariff was inserted for the purpose of 
preventing the dumping of United 
States or other foreign goods into 
Canada at greatly reduced prices dur- 
ing periods of depression. In pointing 
out this fact during a discussion of 
anti-dumping legislation, “The New 
York Journal of Commerco makes a 
good case, probably without intending 
to do so, for the trade policy of Can- 
ada: 

“On the general question of protec- 
tion against ‘dumping’ the situation of 


surplus goods from the United States 
at reduced prices. Canada, with its 
vast territory, has only about one- 
twelfth of the population of the United 
States. Its manufacturing industries 
are mainly in the stage of infancy or 
youthful adolescence, and located in 
the east contiguous to the most highly 
developed field of ‘Amcrican indus- 
tries. The United States has no rea- 
son o fear competition from nearby 
countries in its own markets, and its 
Situation with reference to European 
competitors is quite different from 
that of Canada. Its industrial and 
commercial strength ought to be equal 
to that of any existing rivals, and the 
power of those in Europe now at war 


with each other will be greatly dim-‘ 


inished instead of increased when 
their struggle {s over. Why should 
we have more fear of their commer- 
cial rivalry than before?” 

Briefly put, this argument may bo 
summed up thus: United States in- 
dustry is so powerful and so wealthy 
that it does not need protection 
against Canadian industry, Converse- 
ly, as Canadian industry is much less 
powerful and much less wealthy than 
United States industry, Canadian in- 
dustry needs protection. We have sel- 
dom seen the case so clearly stated in 
a United States paper.

It has been customary in certain 
quarters in the West to regard the 
manipulating of the wheat market as 
something which resulted in lower 
prices for the grain grower. It has 
been charged that buying and selling 
of wheat on a speculative basis tends 
to deprive the grower of some of his 
rofits. It would appear, however, 
hat the Grain Growers’ Grain Com- 
pany, which has now had nearly ten 
Years’ experience, finds that there is 
nothing wrong or against the farmer's 
interest in buying and selling grain in 
the world markets, because their an- 
nual report reveals that they have be- 
come one of the biggest and boldest 
operators on this continent. They 
have recently opéned an office in New 
York to be in a better position to reap 
the quick profits which come from 
handling a large trade close to where 
the business is done.

Question of Good Roads [Council, Board of Trade 


(By W. Muir Edwards, Professor 
of Civil and Municipal Engincering) 


In the first article of this series 
‘the general principles governing the 
‘construction and maintenance of pub 
lic roads was discussed and a classi- 
fication into Country Roads, Branch 
and Main Highways.was suggested. 
;The second article dealt with tho 
‘first of these, and it is proposed in 
this article to consider Highways. 
| 1t is to be understood that the dis- 
tinction made is between roads con- 
structed of material in place and 
those whose roadoed or at least the 
centre portion of it is built up of 
material brought and placed therein. 
This improved centre porcion varies 
in width from 10 to 2. feet, a width 
12 to 16 feet being all that is re- 


quired in most instances, The object | 


of bringing in material and placing 
it on the natural soil is to make a 
hard, smooth surface upon which the 
rolling resistance will be small, due 
.to its not yielding under the wheel 
loads. ‘lo accomplish this it is neces- 
sary that the natural soil which 
must ultimately carry the load be 
‘not exposed to too great an inten- 
‘sity of pressure. The filing nvaterial 
is compacted together and has n.ore 
or less rigidity. The wheel loads 
jcause a certain pressure over the sur 
face of the road in contact with the 
rim and this pressure is distributed 
by the filler to a much larger area of 
the soil supporting the roadoed. The 
‘principle is the same as that used in 
house foundation, ridge piers, ete. 

‘The filling material is placed on tho 
natural soil which has been previous- 
ly thoroughly compacted by roliing. 
This subgrade, as it is ternud, may 
be cithor flat, requiring a greater 
depth of filling material at the cen- 
tre to form the crown, or May con- 
; form to the shape of the finished sur- 
‘face, giving g uniform depth to tho 
‘filling material throughout. The a- 
‘mount of material required depends 
“upon the heaviness of the traffic and 
'on the method of maintenance. There 
lis a constant wearing away of even 
‘this ard roadbed and this may be 
replaced either periodically or by con- 
'tinugus upkeep. In the former case 
‘the initial depth must be such that 
Ithe improved surface will not wear 
‘too thin. 'Dhis minimum allowable 
thickness depends on the traffic and 
‘the nature of the subgrade. The 
greater the depth the larger is the 
area of sivgrade over which any 
_wheel load is distributed. 

The filling material must be suffici- 
ently hard to resist the crushing ac- 
tion of the loads and __ sufliciently 
tough to prevent its breaking under 
,the continual blows to which it is 
subjected by the traflic. There should 
also be a binding together of the sur- 
face coat and of the body of the road 
bed in order that water falling on 
the road shall not find its way down 
to soften the subgrade. The materials 
generally used are gravel and broken 
stone, but if neither of these is avail 
able any material which would satis- 
fy the requirements might be used as 
a substitute. One of the functions of 
the alert highway engineer is to util 
ize loeal material such as well burn- 
ed clinker, hard brick spalls, slag on 
other by-products which may he econ 
omically used in the body of the road 
bed and thus save the expensive imr 
ported material for the wearing sur- 
face. 

Pit run gravel should not contain 
too great a proportion of sand nor 
of clay if satisfactory results are to 
be obtained. About ten per cent of 
clay or loam is necessary to act a8 na 
|filler and binder, but more than 
this is apt to wash to the 
surface and cause a muddy and dusty 
road. It is not possible to get as 
compact or waterproof a road with 
gravel as with stone and hence it 1s 
more suitable for the lighter types 
of traffic. 

There 


are two types of construc 
tion in broken stone roads i.e., 
macadam and telford, named after 
the Fnglish highway engineers who 
first used them. The difference lies in 
the fact that in , macadam road the 
layers of small stone (up to 3 inch 
in size) forming the filling material 
are laid directly on the subgrade, 
whilst in a telford road a layer of 
larze stones is first laid on the sub- 
grade and the smaller stones laid on 
these. Thus, when we speak of a 
mvacadamized road we mean one in 
which a 16 foot strip (more or less) 
in the centre is filled 6 inches to 8 
inches with small broken stones laid 
in layers on a rolled subgrade, cach 


layer rolled and compacted and the | 


whole held together with the pulveris- 
od dust which when mixed with 
water forms a eementary paste. 

Not all stone is suitable for this 
purpose. Hardness, toughness and a 
cementary action on the part of the 
dust is necessary. It is possible ex- 
perimentally to determine the char 
acteristic of any proposed stone, and 
this should he done before any great 
outlay is undertaken, In fact, at 
might be safely said that a properly 
operated experimental departm.nt 18 
an essential to any broad scheme of 
roadway improvement. : 

The comparative tractive efficiency 
of a hard road with a smooth sur- 
face and an unyielding roadbed vis 
shown by the study of the following 
loads which could be hauled at two 
and a half wiles per hour on the 
level by a 3000 tb team drawing an 
ordinary well lubricated farm wagon 
with 2 inch tires; Brick pavements, 
eleven tons; asphalt pavement, sx 
tons; macadam road, five tons; grav- 
el road, four tons; ordinary earth 
road, two and q half tons; ordinary 
sand road, two tons. Tn using such 
comparisons in ostimating purely fin- 
anetal benefits full loads only should 
be calculated and the necessary cost 
in grade reduction and bridge con- 
struction to allow of heavier loads 
on the improved roadway must bo 
allowed for. As has already been 
pointed out in the first article tho 
cost per ton mile to q farmer and 4 
freonzhter are not the same and de- 
ductions which apply to tho latter 


cannot be used in their entirety in 
calculating the saving to the former. 
The ease, speed and frequency of in- 
tercommunication with neighbors ang 
with local centres which does so 
much to ameliorate agricultural con- 
ditions of life should be kept proman 
ently to the forefront when discuss- 
ing road improvements. 

he cost of both gravel and broken 
stone roads is comparatively large. 
Local conditions affect the cost ma- 


terially, but for purposes of general. 


comparison with carth roads it 
might be said that where material 
can be obtained locally the cost of a 
gravel ryagd would be from $1000 to 
$2000 and the cost of a broken stone 
road, $3000 to $6000 per mile. ‘The 
cost of upkeep for a gravel road 
‘might be placed at $75.00 and for a 
‘broken stone road at $200 per mile 
per year. ‘the problem which has to 
ibe faced in Alberta is that over the 
greater portion of the Province stone 
and gravel are conspicuous by their 
absence and there would have to be 
a large additionyl cost to cover 
itreight charges. Just to illustrate 
\this, the cost for gravel alone at $1 
per cubic yard for a road 16 ft wide, 
with a 1 ft. depth of gravel would be 
over $3,000.60 per mile. 
seem. therefore, that there exists an 
excellent opportunity for experimen- 
tal work looking toward the util- 
ization of other available material. 
As has already been suggested in 
regard to earth roads, a judicious 
mixture of sand and clay might solvd 
,to some extent the difficulties met 
with in so many places where the Ma 
terial in plave is either sand or clay 


neither of which makes satisfactory 1 


roads. The clay expands with mioist- 
ure, becomes very soft and plastic, 
and when dry contracts, leaving 
evacks in the roadbed. If rutted tha 
dried clay ridges are difficult to work 
down again into a smooth surface. 
Sand, on the other hand, expands 
and runs easily when dry and con- 
tracts when wet. A judicious mixture 
ef the two would counteract the ad- 
Verse tendencies of each and so make 
‘a roadbed with a more permanently 
compact body which would with- 
stand the action of the rain, ve easi- 
er to work into proper shape when 
rutted, and possess a surface giving 
a better grip than docs a clay road 
in wet weather. 

| In conclusion, it might be said that 
much remygins to be done along the 
lines of improving earth roads and 
experimenting with mixtures of ma- 
terial locally available. A great imr 
provement can be brought about by 
so simple a thing as _— systematio 
dragging. It will be sometime before 
we are justified in seriously undertak 
ing the construction of roads equiva: 
lent to the macadamized highways of 
older countries, where rock is more 
iplentifully distributed than it is in 
Alberta.

After developing the first coup 
against the Turks’ center into an 
important success, © General Youde- 
vitch pursued the enemy and threw 
their advancee guards on the forti- 
fications of Erzerum. At the same 
time Russian troops, by an impetus 
advance against the ‘Turkish right 
;wing, compelled the Turks to evacu- 
ate the region of Melazghert and 
Khynysskala, and retreat on the 
Mush Valley. These operations have 
‘had the effect of dislodging the enemy 
from: a region of sixty versts (aout 
forty miles) long which had previous- 
ly been fortified and organized. 
| “We now descend from the moun- 
tainous regions, with their rigorous 
climate, into regions well populated 
‘and easily accessible, and favorable 
for the encampment of our troops for 
the period of the winter.

These figures have been computed

ITALY’S EYE-WITNESS 


D’Annunzio is a Great Poet—Enjoys 
a Life of Luxury 


Senor Gaorielle D’Annunzio, Italy’s 
celebrated writer, ‘“‘the present day 
Dante,” as he has been called, has 
recently been appointed the official 
“Bye-Witness” with King Victor's 
troops. Long before Italy decided for 
war, D’Annunzio had worked feverish- 
ly to inspire his countrymen with a 
patriotism as fervid as his own. When 
war was declared, he said, “The cries 
of the multitude fill the most beautiful 
skies in the heavens. I am.mad with 
joy. The world will see an Italtan 
miracle.” 

The poet was born at Pescara, in the 
Abruzzi, the son of the Duchess Maria 
Gallese of Rome. At fourteen he be- 
gan his scholastic education in earnest 
at fhe College of Prato, Tuscany, and 
a year later published his first volume 
of poems. D’Annunzio—the name 
Means, appropriately enough, ‘‘the 
messenger”—lives like a prince, loves 
luxuries and dreaming, and works 
only at night. His invariable habit 
is to partake of a costly and substan- 
tial dinner at seven o'clock in the 
evening, and then, an !.our later, he 
will settle down to wr:.2 at his desk, 
working steadily—he is a quick writer 
—until nine o’clock the next moraing. 
Then, after coffee and hot rolls, he 
will go to bed until the early after- 
noon. He usually wears a robe of 
cloth-of-gold whilst in his study. Hig 
house is like a palace and museum 
combined.
